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Career of the Mighty Salvator 

Whose Achievements on the 
Turf Have Been Immortal- 
ized in Song and Story 



When Andrew Jliller’s i>opular racer established 
a new American mile record of 1:34% at Saratoga 
August 21. the i»eerless gelding eclii>sed the long 
standing feat of tlie miglity Salvator, a champion 
of other days, whose achievements on the turf have 
been immortalized in song ai«\ story. 

Salvator, a cliestuut with a blaze fa«-e, was bn*d 
b'^ Daniel Swigert. wIk) was the owner of the 
original Elmeiidorf Farm back in the eiglities and 
before that time for a number of years. Salvator’s 
sire was I’rince Cliarlie, one of the speediest horses 
of his flay in England, wliere he was unbeaten as a 
two-year-old. won five of his eiglit starts as a 
three-year-<dd. was unijeaten at four, winning ten 
straigiit rac-es. and won eight out of his nine starts 
as a five-year-ohl. lie was iiopiilarly known as i 
“the prim-e of tlie T. Y. t’.,’’ meaning tlie difficult 
two-ycar-old i-ourse. but b«’caus<‘ of an affection of 
tile wintl he was not in favor witli the Englisli 
Iieople for bretsliiig puriioses and brouglit to this 
country at tlie age of 13, dying after tliree seasons 
in the stud, siring besides Salvator, I’irate of Pen- 
zance. Kenorita, Protection, Brown Princess, etc. 

Salvator’s dam wks Salina. a great race mare 
wliicli came from the wonderful I.ievity family. 
Salina was by lipxingtop, (lam Lightsome^^y Glen- 
<-oe — I>vity, by Trustee, and she a daughter of 
Vandal’s dam. 

Salvator’s career on tlie turf embraced tliree years 
(1S8S-1SS9-1S90), during which he made nineteen 
starts, winning sixteen times, second once, tliird 
once and fourth once, his total net winnings amount- 
ing to the magnificent snm of $113,710. 

'fhe only time lie was ever out of tlie money was 
in his first start, whicli was as a two-.vear-old in 
the Junior ('iiantiiioii Stakes at Monmouth Park on 
August 11, 1S8S, when he w'as ridden by Andy 
Hamilton, and finislied fourth to I’roctor Knott, 
Karerdale and Fresno. His next start was in tlie 
Fiiturit.v at Coney Island September 3. when I’rra-tor 
Knott Is-at him by a iialf lengtii after a gruelling 
finish. Pike Barnes was on l’r«H-lor Knott and 
Hamilton ivale Salvator. 

He made four more starts as a two-.vear-old and 
won each of them — the Flatbiisii Sbikes Septeinla.-r 8. 
Barnes up: the Maple Stakes at Brooklyn Septenils-r 
•-’7. the ’rnckahoe at Jerome Park Oi-tober 4 and the 
Titan Stakes at Jerome Park October 10. Garrison 
riding him in the last named three. But he did not 
meet I’ns-tor Knott in an.v of the four. 

AS A THREE-YEAB-OLD. 

As a thri’e-year-old in 1889 Salvator made eight 
starts ami won seven of them. His only defeat 
that .year was when Ixngstreet and Pna-tor Knott 
iK-at him for the Omnibus Stakes at one mile and 
a half at Monuioiith I’ark August 13. lamgstris-t 
was ridden by Garrison and won easily by two 
lengths. Isaac Miindiy was on Proctor Knott and 
Jimmy .Mclaiughlin on Salvator, Pr<s-tor Knott get- 
ting the place by a neck. The time was 2:3(i%. 
The first of his three-.vear-old victories was in the 
Tidai Si:ikes at Coney Islaml June IS. His next 
was in the Kealization Stakes at the same track 
July 2. when he beat ’Teniiy a nose after one of the 
most des]M>rate races that has ever been seen for 
tliat coveti'd prize. He next won the Ixrillard 
Stakes at Moiinioiith I’ark July 9. Then came the 
defeat in the Omnibus .Stakes. At Coney Island Aug- 
ust 17 he won the Jersey Handicap, and at the 
same traek Sepfemla-r 7 took the September .Stakes. 
OctoN-r .7 at Jerome Park he won a swamjistakes 
and closed the season by pii-king up a purse race at 
Jerome Park October 11. In all of these races save 
two he was ridden by Jimmy Mclaiughliii. Isaac 
Muridiv iiad the iiioiint in the Lorillard Stakes and 
Billy lv,n,,hue piloted him in the purse race on 
Octolicr 11. 



Salvator made five starts as a fotir-.vear-old and 
was unbeaten. It was in this year. 1890, that his 
greatest achievements were realizetl. He began by 
winning the Siiburlian Handicap, at Coney Island. 
June 17. ill which he was ridden by Isaac Muriih.v, 
and in which he defeated Cassius by a neck, 
Tenny, Strideaway, Kaceland. Firenze, 1‘rims- Koyal. 
Montague and Longstreet. Firenze was his stable- 
mate, and was coupled with Salvator in the betting. 
David T. Ihilsifer, the owner of Tenny, was not 
satisfied tliat the Suburban was a true determina- 
tion of the merits of the two four-year-olds and 
he arranged with Mr. Haggin for a match at 
$5,000 a side, each to carry 122 iiounds and to 
run one mile and a quarter on June 23, at Coney 
Island. Isaac Miiniliy had the mount on Salvator 
and Garrison was on 'reiiny. The betting was 
3 to 5 Salvator, and 13 to 10 Tenny. For the first 
quarter of a mile tln‘y laid together, with Tenny on 
the inside. Salvator tlam shot out and, at a terrific 
pace, led down the backstretch by a length and a 
half to two lengths. This was increasiMl to three 
lengths as tliey neared the homestretch for the 
final drive, where both jockeys displayed the most 
dextrous and artistic skill. Inch by inch Tenny 
drew iip to Salvator, but just failing to. quite reach 
Ills opimnent the verdict was in favor of the son of 
Prince ('liarlie by a nose. It was this race that 
inspireii the poets of tlie day, and the praises of 
Salvator were sung in all of the priiK-inal theaters 
of the land and on every heath wlmre a racer bad 
ever run. 

WHEK HE BEAT TENNY. 

On July 12 Salvator had a walkover for the Mon- 
mouth Cup, and a nlontli later to the day he took 
the measure of Tenny for the ('hampioii Stakes hy 
foiir h-iigths. running the mile and a half in 2:35Vi. 

His last apiiearanct' on the turf was at Monniouth 
Park August 28, when, ridden by Bergen at 110 
IHiunds, he raceil for a purse of S2..500 against Ka- 
veloe’s record of 1:39V4 for a stniight mile. Sal- 
vator did it in 1:3.5%, the first quarter in 23%, the 
half in 47% and the tliree -quarters in 1:11%. 
That record st<HMl for twenty-eight .years, when 
Itoumer lowered it over the newly constructed 
track at Saratoga. 

Salvator was sent to Jlr. Haggin’s Uanclio del 
Paso establishment in California in the winter of 

1890, and entered the stud there in the spring of 

1891. 'Die first of his get made their apiiearance 
uiKin the turf as two-year-olds in 1SSI4, but he was 
not tlie success as a sire that Mr. Haggin had 
ho|Mol he wiMild Is*. He inateil him with many of 
his i-hoii*est mares, but no such racers as In* had 
lsM*n resulted. 'The ls*st of his get were Sallie 
Cliquot, George Kessler, Salvable, Silver II., Miss 
liucker. Our (lertie, S:ilabar, S.in Mateo and Savable, 
w'iiiner of the Futurity in 1902. 

After the disis*rsal of the Uanclio del Paso Mr. 
Haggin brought Salvator to Elmendorf Farm in 
K«*ntuck.v, where he sia*nt the remainder of his 
da.vs. 

Tliere was n<*ver a visitor to the noted Haggin 
establishment that did not ask to see Salvator, the 
n*quest u.siially coming first of all inquiries concern- 
ing the establishment. He wa.s for years a subji*ct 
for "camera fiends,’’ and iiion* snapshots have been 
taken of him than probably any other hor:^* in the 
world.' 

He was a general favorite with everylsnly <*on- 
nected with the farm, and was ob<*dient as a well- 
trained dog to Manager Swan of the stuiiioa deiiart- 
ment. 

Salvator died at the Elmendorf Farm in 1909, 
and was buried there. A monument marks his grave 
with but a single inscription, “Salvator.”

Garth, with the stable of Capt. Ital Parr, U. S. 
A., of Baltimore, who is now somewhere in Fraii<*e. 
lias arrived fioin Saratoga. William Jennings, with 
the Calumet Stable, and Ilarr.v Kit<*s, with th«* 
runiH*rs of J. E. Griffith, chairman of the Balti- 
mon* Count.v Itacing Commission, have wired that 
they will arrive on Weiliiesday or Thursday, and 
Uicliard F. Carman has order»*d twenty stalls 
N'ddwl down for Friday. None of tlK*se horsemen 
will ra<*e at B«*lmont Park. Tlie'y will r»*st this 
w»s*k to the end that they iiuiy have their runners 
fresh and fit for the o|H*iiing day’s racing of the 
Halford .\gricultural and Brt*eders’ Association on 
SeptenilK*r 10. 

The Harford m<*4*tiiig, which will usher in Mary- 
laiil fall racing for 1918. will continue until OctolsT 
1, and it will la* followed by tin* me(*ting at Laiin*! 
Park of the Maryland State Fair Coriioratiou. and 
m<*etiiigs of the Maryland Jo«*key Club and the 
Soudieru Maryland Agricultural Assia-iation at 
Pimlico and Bowie. Stalls for upwards of 1,000 
hor.-iOK have b«*eii bcsiioken .it Havre de Grace and. 
aln'ady, there are upwards of 400 at the traek. Tho 
«sdony will tie reinfons*d fnaii day to day througii 
tiM* next fortnight from Saratoga as the horsemen 
tlM*re an* able to obtain transportation. 

Tlie two-year-olil Es<|iiimau is aliout the most 
useful of the flat runners in the Parr stalde, but 
siiM*e his arriial hen* Mr. Garth has taken uii the 
handi<-ap lairse Criraiier. which was tiirn(*d out with 
it bad leg iuimediatel.v after the Pimlico spring 
ni«H*tiiig. CrimiM*r ran alsiut a paddm-k on the 
Garth farm iu Virginia while the horses wi*n* racing 
alatut New York and Saratoga and he apia*ars to be 
as soiiud as he ever was. Criniiier’s racing hen* 
Will la* part of his pn*jiaration for the coming n*- 
iiewals at I’inilico of the I'imlico Autumn Handi- 
cap and the Bowie Cup. Le Marsoiiin. Kobert 
Oliver. Captain Parr, .Shannon River and one or two 
o!l:er feii<***rs of the Parr establlsliment have «*onie 
back to Havn* de Grace* iu tip-top esiiiditioii and 
th«*.v will help to make the st«*«*plecliasing here an 
attractive featun* of the Se*ptemb**r m«*e*ling. 

THE BROOK AHONG THE JHXEERS. 

In the Griffith stable, which Ilarr.v Rites is 
training, is the best e*ross-countr.v horse that raced 
at .\qm*duet and Saratoga iu July and August. The 
horse in question is The Bnsik. which Mr. Griffith 
leiiight early in July fnim Tim Ihaiohiie. Sims* 
his pnn-liase b.v the Baltiraein* sisirtsmaii The Bna*k 
ha.s won four rais s. Tin* Bnsik is pn*tt.v sure to 
be top weight iu the steeplt*cliase hainlieaps in 
which he will start here. The Brmik is to ts* Mr. 
Griffith’s starter in (he coming n*newal of the 
$10,099 Manly Memorial St<s*plechast* at Pimlu-o. 
In addition to this brilliant jumiier Mr. Griffith 
has thr**<* or four coining tliri*«*-.vear-old fencers, 
among th<*m Katie Canal and Ballast. It is tin 
intention of the Havre de Grace maiiagi*nieiit to 
put a c*oiiple of jiimping races on the fall’s pro- 
gram for t brio* -year -old ft*m*ers. 

William Jennings will surely bring back to Mary- 
land the speed.v two-year-old Be Frank, and he 
h«p**s to have African Arrow and Josefina Zarate 
as well. Then* is some d<aibt alsiut African Arrow 
ami Jiasefina Zar.ite. These horses were tak<*ii from 
Jennings at Saratoga by civil iiroc«*ss. Grant Hugh 
Browne having shown the court of Saratoga County 
that the title of ownership of the iierson who sold 
the hors<*s to Jennings’ employer, Cornelius Gar- 
ri-oii. was not clear. The matter is still awaiting 
adjudh-ation. 

Be Frank is another proiiosition. It is pmbable 
indeed that U*fore the season is finished he will 
have «*ome to la* regarded as a higii-class two- 
year-old. Be Frank made a show of John San- 
ford’s fast Blly Tiis<-al(K»sa at Saratoga only a conpl*? 
of days la*fore that daughter of Chuctaiiiimla low- 
ered fhe track re«-ord for five and one-half fur- 
longs to 1:94%. Be Frank is of the faniil.v (*f the 
celebrated Maggie B. B. He is a gelding of high 
s|H*ed and siiKMith action and it looks iiiiicb as though 
he will go iHi. He is a half-brother of R. T. 
Wilson’s giKsI handicap horse Btraiglitforu'anl. also 
of Good Couust*! and one or two other good iH*r(orm- 
crs.

— John Sanford, 
the Well-known turfman of Amsterdam and owner of 
the famous HiiiTicaua Stud, is to retire from racing. 
Mr. Sanford n*achetl a decision tills afternoon to 
dis|Mise liy auction of all Ids horses in training, in- 
cluding twenty-nine yearlings, reserving only of ids 
extensive establishment the stallions, liroiKltiiareR and 
weanlings, 'rhe yearlings will la* sold Friday night, 
Septeiiilier 13, b.v the Fasig-'Tipton Company at 
Diirlaiid’s Riding Academy, and the horses iu train- 
ing will Ih* offered for sale in the Belmont Park 
iwddoek Saturday, September 14, immetiiately be- 
fore the races. There are twenty -three horses 
iiieliidiiig two-year-olds now in training that are to 
be dis|iosed of on Satiirda.v, the list lieiiig made tip 
of Gnome. I'le, 'Tu.si-aloosa, Meteorite, Tip|iity 
M'ittTiet. George Smith, Bridesman, Valerius, Gex, 
.Vi'hilles, Scrub Iaid.V Yiirm-ari, Marehesa 11., Ita- 
hiiida. Kh*eled II., Ground Swell, Alphee, 1st Belle 
Helene, Padua, Chalaoau Briaud, Courcelles, Waw- 
beek and SifiDorlle.

evening, Sepleniher 13. while the horses in training 
will be disiaised of in the paddock at B<*lmout Park 
on Futurity day. Mr. Sanford has been a generous 
purchaser of blooded sto«-k both at home and abroad 
for a uamlier of .years and lie lias some of the best 
racing strains iu Hie world in the aniinnls wliicli 
will lie offered to the public.

Sunny Slope, an Added Starter, 
Wins Jerome Handicap — J. 
Hanover in Saddle Again.

Xew York, S«*ptember 3. — A comparatively 
featnrt*less program, weak in numerical strength, 
was witnessetl by a good attendam*e, whose 
enthusiasm was aroused before the running 
of the third nit*e by the visitation of two s<|nadrons 
of aeroplanes, whose pilots and observers alighted 
and lined the inner rails. Their evoliitioiis preiKira- 
tory to landing were loinlly applauded and for a 
time oeeupied the sole attention. 

J. Hanover signaliz(*d his return to the saddle 
after an absence of several months by riding 
Flyaway to victory in the third race for his con- 
tract employer, J. TV. May. Hanover’s leg was 
broken in an automobile accident last spring just 
before the (i|H*iiing of the eastern season. Flyaway’s 
success was easil.v aebieved, the King William 
filly leading throughout and grinning by six lengths. 
Madam Byng was second and Far Beyond, a nicy 
looking miss from J. E. Madden’s stable, finishe*! 
third. Par 'Beyond ran greenly and will improve 
with racing. 

For tlie second time within as many days ah 
added starter accounted for the feature, the Jerome 
Handicap. Sunny Sloiie, riinner-up to War Cloud 
iu the Preiikness Stakes and winner of the Belmont 
Park Autumn Handicap, demonstnited his high class 
by easily defeating Motor Cop. which was evidently 
a victim of riding instnictioiLS, for I»ftus took 
him back sliaridy afU*r he liail got away well and 
seciiretl an !idvaiitag(.*oiis lead on tlie inside rail. 
When called iiiani to catch the flying leader it was 
evident that the early restraining tactics had 
robbed him of any chance of victory. 

’I’lie o|M*iiiiig dash saw the G. D. Widener colors 
in front, (5>lumbine, ridden by Frank Robinson, 
leading liome such fast racers as Regal laslge. 
Top o’ th’ Morning and Poaclier. Robinson gave 
the winner a splendid ride, reserving the filly during 
tlie fast early pace. Wlien he made bis move in the 
stretch Columbine res|ionde<l in game fashion, iiass«>d 
old ’fop o’ til’ Morning, and held Regal Lodge safe 
in the final strides. 

'riie ste<*iilecha.se fiiriiislied an n|is<*t in the defe.it 
of S.vosset, the favorite. Tlie winner tnrm*d up in 
Crest Hill, which ran a sensational race, coming 
from ls*liiiid to overtake the leader at the last 
jump and resisting every effort of the favorite 
to dislwlge him after pas.sing into the lead. 

WOODTHRUSH’S GOOD PERFORMANCE. 

Wootltliriisli. the extreme outsider in the ealciih*. - 
lions of the oral s|s*ciilators, ac<*oiinted for the one 
mile and a quarter ra*-*e, leading D«*ckniate and 
Conduit from start to finish, never seriously men- 
aced. 

A band of maiden two-year-olds furnished an 
interesting contest iu the closing race. Merry Prin- 
t*ess, from the stable of P. A. i’lark, sisiring by a 
small margin over R. T. Wilson’s Minuet. It was 
the fifth straight time that Minuet has fiiiishi*d 
secfMMl anti, while she has been outside of the mone.v 
iMit twice ill eight starts, she se«*miiigl.v lacks the. 
iM*<s*ssar.v finishing iiower to land her a winner. 

Ont* of the pleasing sights of the afteriUHin was 
the visit of eight aviators from tlie Mineola camti. 
They came in four machines and, after circling 
aroiiiid awliile, aliglited in the iiilield like a fliM-k 
of birds. Shortly after a fifth apiieared. but before 
landing did a few stunts in the air. The first flock 
watched tlie jumping event while they were in the 
air. Remarking on the interesting sight of watch- 
ing a jumping race from above, one of the aviators 
said it was a dangerous sort of gAnie. riding a 
liorse over a fence. “Resides,” said he to his 
neighbor, ’’look at the chances those jockeys take. 
They might break their necks if they fell.” Just 
before the fourth race five more machines desc*euded 
from tlie clouds, 'riieir occtUKiuts watched the last 
three races from the infield. 

After the aviators had landeil the band played 
“Over There,” and Sam Lewis and a few others in- 
vited them to the b»*st in the restaurant and to 
help themselves at the cigar counter. All wer** then 
inviteil as guests of the assiK-iation, after beating 
their wa.v into the grounds by the air niuti*. 

“Xo liorsi* could have won easier than Sunny 
Shqie,” said David Gideon after William Martin’s 
added starter had won tin* Jerome Handicap. “He 
might turn out to N* iMie of the l>**st horses of tho 
j-ear. judging from his race tislay.” 

Walter Jennings, the trainer of Motor Cop. ex- 
pre.ssed a like opinion. “I know he beat a good 
horse when he ran away from Motor Cop.”

Army Horse Association Sending Out Circulars 
Describing the Affair. 

Tlie Army Horse Association o' Wasliington. D. 
C.. lint witli iieadipnirters at Omaha, Neb.. jiroiKises 
to give a liorse endurance contest .and has sent 
circulars descriliing tlie alTair. Entri<‘s will la* o|m*ii 
to all liorses of any size or breeding, so tliat it 
miglit la* well fo** Kentucky breeders or horsemen 
to s<-nd in an entry to sliow tliat tin* tlioroughbreil 
is tlie pro|a*r army liorse. Tliere will 1»* ten prizes, 
tlie first la*ing $.'>110, second $2.‘>0 and so on down to 
,«2.'i. Tills is one of fourteen national <*ontests for 
liorses under saddle, carrying 200 jaiunds. The first 
tlir«*e prize winners in eaeli district contest will be 
sent east to participate in a national contest to end 
at the White House in October. The tests are not 
races, but endurance contests, and time is a minor 
f.-K-tor. Tiiis contest starts at Kansas City, Mo., on 
S;*i>temb**r 30 and ends in Omaha, Neb., October 5. 
'i'lie route is 29.7. 6 miles long, and, with the ex- 
ception of the first three miles, is located in the 
states of Kansas and Nebraska, wliioh comprise the 
eleventh district, with Iieadipnirters at Omaha. 
Nch. The average daily distance in this contest is 
sliglitly under fifty miles. The object of the con- 
tests is to awaken public interest in tlie production 
of cavalry liorses. the slowest of all industries, and 
tlierefore the weakest link in all the clialii of pre- 
lian'dness. The horse is ]d;i,viiig a more important 
part in tin* war fliau tlie average citizen realiw*s. 
Tlie Goveniment is using horses faster tlian the 
<-oniifry is raising tliein. Every resident in the 
district through wliicli the contest passes, and rt*ad- 
ers of newsiui tiers tliroughont tlie I'nited .States, 
will learn more alxmt army liorses tlian they ever 
knew lK*fore. From tlie results of a series of tliese 
I'ontests (the.v an* to be renewed annually) the 
Government will lie able to judge the tiest tyi»e of 
liorse for army pnr|M>ses. Stallions and mares 
which win prizes will lx* enlianeed in value and 
will lx- purchased by horse breeders for use in 
raising the Ix-st t.vix* of arm.r horse. Our Govern- 
ment is backward in arni.y liorse breeding, and tliese 
contests «n* aimed to awaken tin* (iovernment, as 
well as tlie people, to tin* iin)x>rtance <if tin* arin.v 
liorse.

ANTI-RACING FORCES GIVEN SETBACK 

Gov. Harrington of Maryland Declares That He Sees 
No Reason for Stopping Sport. 

Baltiinon*. Md.. Scptemlx*r 3. — So-called reformers 
wlio n*«***ntl.v started another crusade against racing 
in .Maryland liave lx*en given a severe setliack by 
Gov. liarriiigton. Adv<x*ating that ever.v jx*rson 
eoniiectcd with the sixirt slioiild lx* taken into <*ns- 
tixi.v and imt to work at some “essential” ocoiipa- 
tiiai, leaders of tin* movement culled uixm the 
governor to express tlicir views. 

“I iiaven’t,” saiil tin* governor, “the sliglitest 
objix-tlon to stating iny ]xisition on tlie subj«*ct of 
racing. I do not siipixise that anyone, even the 
men engaged in tin* business, will contend that rac- 
ing is an alisoliitel.v essential business. Nevertheless, 
I do feel that tlie ]xxiple who Imve arranged tlie 
meetings alxait to lx*gin should lx* given reasonable 
noliee lx*fore tx*ing put out of business. 

“Some Siigh aiitlxirities in the United States army 
eoiitend that racing affords tin* onl.r means of siip- 
pl.ving our trixi|ts with cavalr.v remoiints. I of 
course do not know liow true this may lx*. Any- 
how, I take my orders from the Feileral government. 
I have triixl to comply with every reipiest it has 
made to me, and I sliall lx* guided by its orders in 
this matter. At this time, therefore, I see no 
cnus<* for immediate drastic action.”

New Orleans. lai., Septemlx»r 3. — Announcement 
is made that the Jefferson Parish Fair Assoi-iatioii 
will ask an txpial division of winter dates with the 
Business Men’s Kacing Association wliich holds 
forth at the Fair Grounds.

Army Strategists Seem Agreed that Elaborate 
Trench Warfare Is Thing of Past. 

With the brilliant success attending the initial 
stnikes of tlie master tactician. Jlarslial Fo<-h, now 
iiistory, anil tin* retrograde movenieiit of tiie Ger- 
man armies in Fr.ince fairly well establislM-d. mili- 
tary antliorities seem agreed tliat tin* ebihorate 
metliod of tr**neli warfare, wliich r**aelied its higli- 
est development in tlie so-ealled Hindeiibnrg line, 
is a thing of tlie past. Complicated underground 
defeiis«*s reniiire a great deal of time for their con- 
stniction, and witli the fighting pace growing 
faster as the alli<*d advance gains momentum, tlie 
neeessit.v for mobility lx*«'Oiiies more and more vital. 

The most mobile tactical unit at the command 
of any major-general is, of course, the cavalry. 
Hardly a day has passed since the gn*at allied 
offensive began that has not seen entente cavalry 
in contact witli the enemy at one or more points. 
■\s tlie fighting becomes more oix*n in character, 
cavalry operations hi*come more extended. 

I'ntil a little over a month ago, when the bril- 
liant strategy of Marshal Foch, coupled with timely 
-Vmerican reinforct'inents, turned the tide on the 
western front, mounted troops did most of their 
fighting on foot. The pe<-uliar "swing-along” 
spirit of the cavalryman, however, makes him 
loath to dismount and fighy^ tliough his ability to 
fight dismounted has alwiiRs lx*en recognized as 
the crowning acliievement of American cav:ilrynien. 

Tlx* ixipiilar conception of cavalry has always 
lieen a regiment of sniartl.v- mounted trooix*rs who 
'•liarge a position and. returning victorious, are not 
iienrd from until the next encounter. No impression 
•oiild lx* more erroneous, for even in the case of 
deadliK'ked armies, cavalry is of iiicalculahle value 
to an.v commanding general. While it is not ex- 
ix*cted to engage, like infantry, in the long, gruel- 
ing advance mxin intrenched ixisitions, the func- 
tions of cavalry are so maiiifold that the six*ctacu- 
lar charge 'is only an incident. 

Fnndanientally, the cavalry, like the artillery, is 
nil auxiliary arm. 'Tlie infantry is tlie army, and 
its succ«*ss or defeat decides tlie ultimate issue, 
tliongli cavalry may lx* called upon in a last des|x»r- 
aie attempt to save the day. When such is the case, 
the necessity of mounts capable of gi*eat speed and 
endurance becomes evident, for after reaching their 
.lestination, the horses must .still be in prime condi- 
tion for tile supreme test. History records innumer- 
able instaiiees of armies saved from utter anniliila- 
lion by cavalry whose mounts were still capable of a 
.lasliiiig cliarge at the close of a lio|x*less da.r. 

Quick work demands cavalry, and o|x*rations siicli 
ns s<*izing a position and holding it until the in- 
fantry arrives, smashing in an nnex|x*cted attack on 
i flank, fighting a bitter delaying action in the 
rear guard, alone or in conjunction with the fire 
nction of machine guns and horse artillery, are all a 
part of tlie day’s prognim. 



GOES AT FOE WITH GLEEFUL SHOUT. 

The opixirtiiiiity to toss his pi|ie Into the air and. 
iiiirestraiiied, with u gleeful shout, launch himself 
dirw-tl}’ at tlie fix*, is, however, the supreme joy of 
;i cavalryman’s existence. Watches are synchron- 
ized. tlie enemy ap|x*ars, the fleeting cliance offers. 
He rid«*s along his trajectory, and the whistle of the 
bullet is the wind in his ears, as the line sweeps 
forwaril with a yell. IKx*s he stop to calculate’: 
D<x*s lie give a hang': It’s away with eantioii, down 
close into the sadille witli a tight k*g hold of his 
liorse, and — forward tlie spirit of youth, reckless, 
daring, iiiieomiiierable youth, that will not lx* 
leiiieil. 

It is the sxxirt of kings, tlie joy of the kiiiglits of 
old. He who has never ridden a splendid horse in 
full cry across country has no conception of the 
fi*eling of elation, of Irresistihleness, of wondering 
“what can stop us” that fills the breast. 

No bloixllesH man can hope to lead on the field of 
cavalry combat, no weigher of pros and eons, who 
can’t decide, no gentle soul who cannot find joy in 
actual encounter — years he may have, but they must 
not have aged in youthful heart and ardor. 

As deserihed by a veteran: “Cunning be must 

have for the approach, nerve and unflinching resolu- 
tion; then rei'kless and blooily-ininded intrepidity; 
■ind witlial the ixiwer to inspire his men, even the 
weak-hearted, witli the certainty of sne€*ess and the 
joy of battle — though the.v know some cannot come 
hack, still thej* like to be deceiveil, to die or to be 
maimed, fierce, liigli -hearted and elated.” 

But tlie siieetacnlar and frequently costly charge 
.•onstitiites onl.v a small part of tlie cavalryman’s 
military i*(*ix*rtoire. One of the most ini|x>rtaiit 
imong tlie multitudinous duties of monnt“d troops 
is tliat of reconimissaiice. Tliis means tlie work of 
tnxqis or individiiqls. in gathering military infoi*mu- 
tioii ill tlie field. As this must generally be done 
it a distance, it Is the |x*culiar work for cavalry- 
men. on account of their mobility and ability to 
work in all <-onilitions of weather and terrain. 

When the main body of tlie army to wliich a 
caviilry unit is attached is on the march the 
tr<xi|x*rs protect the infantry by preceding it in the 
fonn of a semi-cireular screen. This screen is 
coniixised of small groups fanned out from larger 
siipixirtiiig bodies in their rear, and tlie whole 
formation inter|x>sed between the infantry and the 
•*nemy. Its puriiose is to shield the main*bo<ly from 
ibservatioii by him, to ascertain his locution, 
■strength and movements and, most imixirtunt of 
ill, to transmit it back quickly and intelligently 
to tile commanding otlicer. Tlie size of tliese 
patrols, as they are known, is determined by the 
ifticer sending theiix out, and will depend U|xm the 
ibject to lx* accomplislied and uixm considerations 
>f the enemy, distance, terrain, etc. A patrol may 
oc of any sizi*. from one man up, and under ordi- 
nary ciri'iiiustanees is not exjiected to seek combat 
‘Vith the enemy. 

This diit.v is taken care of by the advance guard. 
>'oiu|Kised of far larger detachiiu*iits, which siipixirt 
tlie patrols if necessary, and are primarily resixmsi- 
hle for the safe and uninterrupted advance of the 
main Ixxly. If small parties of tiie enemy up|H*ar, 
it Ix'comes tlie task of thesi* <-overiiig detaeliuieiits 
to lireak them up and prevent, if ixissible, their 
return with iiiforiiiatioii. 

ADDITIONAL SECURITY FOR FLANK. 

While the flanks of a cidiimn are proteet**d to a 
ih'gree by the advance giiani, it may lx* necessary 
to provide ailditioiial s«*eurity for a flank, es|x:e- 
ially if tlireateiied liy the eiK*iiiy. This is done by 
■leiidiiig out a force of cavalry known as a fla nk 
guard. It may lx* a patrol only, or a large organi- 
z.-itioii, always in eoustant touch with tlie element 
from wliich it was detailed, by signals or mounted 
iuess<*ugers. 

Even when advancing supixisedly toward the 
eiiem.v, the (xissibility of an attack in the rear gen- 
erally exists, and is guarded against by a covering 
detucliment, known as tlx* rear guard. This is rela- 
tively weak during an advance, but in a retreat, 
especially lx*fore a |iiirsuiiig force, its functions be- 
eonie vital. If tlie enemy is aggressive, its role will 
consist principally of fighting of the must desperate 
kiml, involving <|iiiek, arduous changes from one 
IKisitioii to the next. The usual niethml of pnx-ed- 
iirt* is to <M-i*iipy Kiieis-ssivi'ly (xisitious Whii-b the 
eueiiiy must capture in order to continue the piir- 



Caiubridgcshirc Handicap of 1900 Proved the Down- 
fall of the Great American Jockey. 

A Freneli turf writer sa.vs fliat the late 31. 
Ephrnssi’s horse Uixloinnn has h«*en at the stud in 
Ital.v for some time, but lias not proved a great 
success. Tills is the horsi* which was lx*aten in tlie 
Uambridgesliin* b.v the Irish Ixirse Berrill. when Tixl 
Sloan got into trouble with the stewards by o|M*iily 
Ixiastiiig tliat he had baiked his nioiiiit to win 
ixinnds. 

Tlie Cambridgeshire was always an unlucky race 
for Toil Sloan, and eigliteen years ago. in 1900. the 
big Houghton Handicap proved the first nail in his 
coffin so far ns English racing was <*oiicerncd. 

.\fter riding the French e<>lt Cixioman to victor.v 
in the I’rix dii Conseil Municipal. Sloan formed 
such a liigh opinion of 31. Ephrnssi’s three-year-old 
that he prevailed on tliose connected with him to 
put np the fourteen pounds extra and let him take 
his chance in the Uanibridgeshire. That Sloan and 
ills friends ba<*ked the “Frenchmian” for a lot of 
money there was no possible doubt whatever, as 
more than one prominent commission agent knew 
to their cost. ,\n Informal Jo<*ke.v Uliib inquiry 
followed. Before and after the race all sorts of 
tall stories and rumors gained currency. It was 
openly stateil that means, not quite in ae<s>rdaii<**» 
with the rules of racing, miglit lx* resorted to in 
order to gain a victory. 

This may Imve lx*en nothing hut the va|xiriiigs 
of the “man ^11 the street.” hut certainly the Irisli 
party eoniiected witli Berrill became alarmed, and 
tliongh they had engaged an .American jix-key to 
ride tlieir colt, altered their mind at the eleventh 
hour and s<*iit over post haste for native talent. 
Tills turned up in the ]x*rsoii of J. Tliompson. who, 
in those days, had only just startixl in tlie pro- 
fession in which later on he became a shining 
light. Whatever may h.ave be«*n tlie n*ason for .a 
change of jo<-keyship, the judgment of tlie selection 
was not at fault, for Thom|>son olx*.vcd his instruc- 
tions to the letter. This was to jump off at score 
and make the best of his way to the winning ixist. 
Also to avoid as far as possible any interference. 

The early lx*tting was 100 to 8 against U<xlomaii, 
whom Sloan had lx*en riding at exercise at New- 
market all that week, refusing several public en- 
gagements. Despite the money that went on Uixlo- 
maii, he did not harden in the market. I’nibahl.v 
this was accounted for b.v the fact tliat tin* general 
piihlic did not take kindly to his claims. He had 
122 ixiiinds on his tlm*e-,vear-old hack, and on the 
"Ixxik” could not lx* made out quite the same class 
as Foxhiill, Plaisnntcrie or Iji Flcchc, previous 
heavil.v weighted thre«*-year-old winners. Then, t«x>, 
money came in plenty for the miich-nverratixl 
The Raft, while ('apt. Bewicke and the Grateley 
part.v were on the war path with Little Eva. 

All the same, ho|x*s rose high when the yellow- 
spotted, dark bine jacket tixik second place to 
Berrill ascending Bushes Hill. At the famous land- 
mark SliMiii gave Uixloiiian a momentary “breather.” 
Then, getting his elbows well out. as was Ills cus- 
tom when calling on Ids mount’s reserve, lie 
“s»*t him alight” coming into the Dip. Irish cheers 
went np for the leader, and (’(xloman’s siip|x>rters 
shouted: “Go it. Sloan!” But (’ixlonian could not 

go any faster, and thus a big adventure failed.

MEMORABLE VISIT OF KING TO FLEET 

All Ships of American Squadron Bepresented at 
Inspection by England’s Monarch. 

Tlie presen<-e of I'niteil States warships as part 
of the great fleet whieh holds the North Sea and 
waits for the day when the German ships will 
venture out is one of the notable developments of 
tlie war. A special coires|>oiident of the London 
Morning Post gives this aeeoiiiit of a visit by the 
king to the grand fleet and the American ships: 

“The grand fleet has eliaiiged a little since last 
the king visited It. Among the s«did tripod masts 
of British dreadnoughts there are now the thin 
lattice-work basket masts of T'nite<l States dread- 
nouglits, and It was luitiiral that on the first day 
of his visit the king would begin his inspection of 
the various s^piadrons by passing from the fleet 
flagship Qii(»en Elizabeth to the American flagship. 

"In its novelty that visit is an outstanding feature 
of tlie events of these two days, but 1 think that 
Rear-Admiral Rtslman and the officers and men of 
tile American buttle S4]iiadroii would be a little hurt 
if the event were looked upon ns anything out of 
the ordiiinr.v, for it is their ambition, now that they 
are part of Admiral Beatty’s command, to be just 
part of the British fleet and nothing more until the 
job is done. By a splendid act of self-abnegathai 
tlie.v have sunk their individuality. Tliey have be- 
(sime a unit in onr fleet, not a mere allied squadron 
working in more or less liarnionious co-oiieration 
with our squadrons. 

“I was standing on the after bridge of the Ameri- 
can flagship when the king rame alongside in tlie 
barge. I have heard the boatswain’s reedy pipe 
man.v times ns the royal admiral of the fl(H>t came 
on board, but it was with a new tlirill that I heard 
it from American boatswains ns the king stepped 
on board from the aeeommodatioii ladder. It was 
with a new thrill that I watched American marines 
on their own quartenleek present arms to the king 
of England, heard American musicians playing the 
British national anthem. 

“The ceremony was precisely the same as on (Mir 
own ships and it was yet one more proof of tlie 
brotherhood of seamen. Ceremonial ashore differs as 
you cross frontiers. Tlie sea has no frontiers for the 
men wlio follow the honorable traditions of the sea. 

INSPECTION NO CUBSORT AFFAIR. 

“All the ships of the American squadron were 
represented in the large assembly that lined the 
upiier deck of the flagship. Each liad sent the cap- 
tain, two other officers, and fifty men to represent 
it at the inspection by tlie king, and the inspertioii 
was no cursory affair. There are little differenc-es 
iu uniform between American seamen and ours, and 
the meaning of the differences had to be explained 
before the king would pass on. The review of per- 
sonnel was followed by a detailed examination of 
the ship herself, and here there were many differ- 
ences of note. 

“Tlie American ships, for example, have fully 
equipped ’dental parlors’ (if I may borrow the 
phrase from the unlicenseil gentlemen wlio practice 
in London), and every man has to submit to dental 
examination at regular intervals. There is an 
equally fully eqiiipiied barber-sliop for the sole use 
of the lower dt;ck men — and the lower dec*k of the 
American navy today includes university graduates 
and men who have given up billets at £2,000 a 
year for the duration of the war. 

“Moreover, the American bluejacket receives a 
much higher rate of pay than our men do, and can 
afford such luxuries as fac-e massage. On the other 
liand, lie receives no free issue of tobacco, but he 
can buy most of tlie best brands at his canteen 
cheaper than he buys tliem ashore. 

“After his insiiection of the main deck the king 
went into the eiiginerooiii and stokehold. The flag- 
sliip has little that is new in engineering science to 
sliow, but after today she has one implement that 
no other ship in the American navy possesses, the 
sliovel with wliich the king fed the fire under one 
of the boilers. 

“The inspection ended with a quaintly democratic 
incident. Chief Boatswain’s Mate Seliirm, who has 
twenty-six years’ service in the United States navy 
to his credit, was presi-iited to the king, and in 
honor of the oocasion the men of his division were 
allowed to line up on tlie (iiiarterdeek, when all 
tin* otlier men had gone forward, and salute both 
king and petty officer. 

“Before his visit to the American flagship the 
king lield an Investiture on tlie quarterdeck of the 
the fleet flagship for those officers and men who, 
on account of the rarity of leave in the navy, had 
lieeii unable to go to Biickiiigliam Palace. He first 
presented the insignia of tlie K. C. B. to Admiral 
Hiigli BiHlman. and tlie K. C. M. G. to Rear-Ad- 
miral Strauss, the two leaders of the rnited States 
forces witli the grand fl«*et, but neither offit“er 
reeeiveil tlie aeeolade. nor were they, strictly speak- 
ing, invested. A number of British officers and 
men who volunteereit from the grand fleet to take 
l<art in the Z«‘ebriigge-Osteiid uiM-ratious and won 
liiHiors received their decorations also. 

“A number of oth|r interesting incidents occurred 
during the day that can only be briefly summarized. 
Tliere was an inspection of the destroyer flotillas, 
at wlii<-h the king passed in review more than' 5,000 
men, a general insp<‘ction of the fleet, when the 
king passed up and down the lint's of the anchored 
ships in’ a destroyer, an insiiection of officers and 
nieii of v:irioiis tiattle si|iiadrnns on Niard the flag- 
sliip of tlie secoml in coininand. In the evening 
iicail.v all tlie flag officers of tlie different s«|u:i(l- 
rons tiined witli tlic king on Isiard the fleet flag- 
ship.’’ 



WHAT WOULD THE HUN DO ? 

Were the conditions reversed; were it the Hun 
who was winning; had his grand onslaught siie- 
eeeiled; had he captured Paris; had he plantei] him- 
self on the Channel iiorts; were lie steadily wearing 
out slowly retreating forces; were the evidence of 
onr collapsing military and civil morale aceiimnlat- 
ing with every passing day; were onr mail imwer 
diminishing and his own increasing, with reserves 
back of him for indefinite further increases; weie 
tills the existing state of affairs, what would the 
Hiin’s program be’; 

Would he be fieling his way to an ineoneliisive 
peace by negotiation, or would he be truculently de- 
manding a iieaie on terms of his own dictation? 
Would he be deploring the wholesale slaughter and 
whining about tlie resiionsibility for further slaugh- 
ter resting on us and not on him? Would he halt 
his plans for absorbing Belgium and for reducing 
Fr-ance to a conquered province under Hun vassal- 
age? 'Would lie do aii.v of these things, or would 
he be moving relentlessly on with his program of 
crushing all before him until the whole world was 
under the Him heel? 

Were the Hun as sure he were going to win as 
we are sure he is going to lose, not a whis|ier or a 
hint of iieac'c, other than b~ complete, crushing de- 
feat of Ills eni'mies, would be coming from him. 
His career of savagery would be taking on a fresii 
and constantly accelerating impulse. He would not 
stop until every nation now resisting him was 
ground into dust. And what would be his prograii,. 
under such eireiimstanees must lie the program of 
the Allies from now on — a program carried out to 
its last detail of Him subjugation, utter and ('om- 
plete, unless we would have the war of the Allies 
a failure and all those millions of precious liv(‘s of 
civilized men sacrificed in vain. 

That, we apprehend, is the dix'trine whieh Senatot 
IxMlge meant to la.v down in his recent spee«'h in 
the Senate; it is the doctrine of Lloyd George and 
riemeneeaii: of Alliert of Belgiiiin and of all Italy. 
It surely is the diM'trine of the people of these 
( nitiol States. And to any American groii|> or to 
any American political iiarty or to any American 
IMiIitioal leaders who do not subscribe to It now and 
stand by it to the bitter end, what else can befall 
than such an overwhelming flood of American con- 
demnation as shall sweep them off the iM>Utk*al 
map for generations to come? 

What the Allies are going to do is precisely wlw;, 
the Him would do were he winning instead of losing 
tlie war. They are going right on to such a victory 
won on Hun soil and to such a peace, dictated on 
tlie spot wliere the whole hellish conspiracy against 
civilized mankind was hatchisl, a? will put the Hun 
where he will be impotent to disturb the iieaee of 
the whole world for a hundred years. 

In this season of a presumably impending Him 
lieaee effort of intrigue and chicanery this is a mat- 
ter not for a moment to be lost sight of — a matter 
to be taken close to the heart of every .\meriean 
man, woman and child and steadfastly and un- 
swervingly held there until the last detail of an 
aspiration for a world fit for free men to live in is 
a eonsnininated fact. — New York Sun. 



LATEST DEVELDPMENTS DF GREAT WAR 

The .\ssoeiated Press’ simiinnr.v of the allies’ great 
victory on the western front is as follows: 

On a front of virtuiilly fifty miles, from just be- 
low Ypres to a point near Peronne, on the Somme, 
the German armies are in retreat. 

Tills retrograde movement is not a voluntary one 
on the i>art of the enemy, but has been forced by 
the series of unremitting hammer blows inflicted 
by Marshal Foeh in the last six or seven weeks. 

It now has be<‘n aceeler.ited by the notable vic- 
tory won by Field Marshal Haig yesterday in break- 
ing through the strong defensive lines protix'ting 
the railway centers of Doiiai and Cambrai and 
threatening to outflank even the main Hindenburg 
Hue south of St. Quentin. 

Alread.v the taking of 10,000 prisoners by the 
British in their ailvan(*e is reported, and the German 
casualtii's in killed and wounded are declared to 
liave been notably heavy as tlielr thickly massed 
forces felt the force of the British Mow. 

So pronounced and siH'edy is the German retire- 
ment that it secliis as if the enemy, if he has not 
met with disaster, is perioiisly on -the verge of one. 

In what apiiears like an effort to eseaiie in time, 
the seoiie of tlie German retirement north and south 
of tlie Somme lias been markedly aeeentiiateil iiortli 
of that river. 

In this movement tlie important French coal mia- 
ing city of Ijciis. at tlie gates of whieli tlie British 
IMiiindeil vainly virtually all last year, has bet-n 
evacuated, the British moving in. 

To the nortli, in Fianilers, the retreat is eontiiiii- 
Ing. ami the British have further closed up the 
Lys salient by taking possession of Wnlv(*rgheni, 
two miles south of Keniniel. 

Soiitli of I>-iis the Germans are acknoarladging 
themselves lieateu on the Qiieant- I)riM‘0«rt line, 
wliere Haig’s break tliroiigli was effecteii. and are 
retreating iu tliis vitally iiii|Mirtant se<'tor without 
attempting a counterdrive iiihiii the victorious Brit- 
ish. 

Still farther south the retirement has resulted in 
the evaeiiatioii of areas three to four miles d(H-p on 
both sides of tlie Bapuume-t'iiiubrai road, the 
British taking town after town in thla^ area in 
tlieir steady adviiiiee. 

Althoiigli the German cominaiid must have been 
ex|s-ctlng an attack on tlie Hindenburg switch line, 
wliicli the British liad closely approacheil in th«-ir 
earlier advances, it apparently was not exiiected at 
the mumeut. 
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TO PUT GERMANY OUT OF BUSINESS 

Annoiuiceineiit of Economic Blockade ReceiTcd with 
Painfnl Attention in Hnnland. 

No d<.«'laration since the one tiiat put the Unltf^d 
Htates into tlie war has be<.n read with such t>ainftil 
attention in Cermany, n^murks the IMiiladelpliia 
North American, as the rec^t'iit statement of the 
Iti^liidi minister of hlockad.. that the twenty-four 
allhsi uathais — twenty-five now — with Honduras — 
forfii virtuaii.v au economic as well as.u military 
combiuatioa. 

IteiKirls from neutral capitals Ioiir aj:« revealed 
tile fact lliat tlie orolilein of resurrectiiiK lier for- 
cicn trade is one of the liieaest worries i;iiawin); at 
tlic liearts of Cermany’s leaders. For four years, as 
<Mie <slitor notes, “behind every vision of victory 
tliat lias daczhsl the ttemian mind tliere lias ls.eii 
visilde tlie iwwturbiiiK shadow of a coniiiiR economic 
struKBle as pitiless as war ItM-lf.” And tlie SprinK- 
field Kepuhlican remarks tliat “while officially 
flMTe is yet in exlstems- no actual i.conomic leaptue 
of tlie nations associated in the war against the 
t'cntral Powers, Ixird Itobert Cecil was within the 
Isiuiids of tmtii ill calling the attention of tlie mas- 
ters of tSermany, as lie did. to tlie jiotentlallt.v of 
tla- «s-ononiic antagonism of the nations after the 
war to Gerttiun trade and industry.” As this in- 
fluential New Kiiglaiid iMiiier go(‘s on to say: 

“Til*. iK*ss«.ssioii of new territory, cities and in- 
laiMl seas like tlie Itiaek and tiie Italtic, will not in- 
sure to Germany the ijuick (a.-onomic ndiabllltation 
wlieii iteaia* (SHnes that her leaders so keenly desire 
and isMint ui>on. Germany must soon have unlmped- 
«1 a<a-esK to the raw materials of tlie world’s market, 
to .\meriea’s eotton and csipiier, and to tlie rubber 
and wool and leatlier of the British empire, in order 
to restore lier industries to a flourishing basis. The 
isHitnd of sm-ii raw materials ity the present foes of 
Germany, esitei-iMlly by the British and the Ameri- 
cans. eaniiot is- shaken by German military victories 
in EiiroiN.. and in this fact lies a tremendous assi‘t 
of tlie assiH-iatial nations. Here is something to 
bargain with, if the «-oming peats* is to be a bar- 
gain-counter affair with Belgium held as a ‘pawn’ 
by tlie kaiser and a tliird of European Russia lield 
as a «su«iiiest for Teutonic traders and peddlers.” 

EXPORT TRADE WAS WIRED OUT. 

Owing to tlie British coutnd of the sea. as the 
New York Journal of Comnieri-e reminds us, “the 
oiitlireak of tlie war aiitoniatb-ally wiis*d out a Ger- 
man ex|sirt trade valued in 1P13 at $”.400.0<I0.0<I0.” 
It would lie witliin the jMiwer of siicli all eismomic 
league as laird Itoliert Cts-11 indicates to make a 
gn-at part of this loss iM-rmaiieut. But this iiower 
M il! only lie exercised, it se».ins, against a <!erni:iii.v 
tliat Iiersists in clinging to false gisls. In his mes- 
sage to Congress on Ileceinlier 4. Pn-sideiit Wilson 
suggested that if after the war the German jieople 
“laiutinue to tie obligial to live iind<‘r ambitious and 
i:itrigiiiug masters interested to disturb the iH-aia; 
of the M'orld,” it niiglit la- iiii|Hissilde to admit 
them to the iiartiiersliiii of tls- nations or to free 
cta.nomic intercourse. Kays laird Itoliert: 

“Tliere is iHit one obstacle to tliis eiauioiiiic asso- 
ciatiou of nations. That oiistacle is Germany — tlie 
i;ennany d<.s»rtt)cd by Preident Wilson iu the words 
whicli I liave already quoted — a Germany living ‘un- 
der ambitious and intriguing masters.’ You have 
: '.<‘n tlie provisions of her tNinimercial treaties in 
the .‘ast. and witli all tlie groups of lasiplos from 
t':e .\n-tic iM-ean to the Black sea. Hor eWuiomic 
]v4icy toward tlieae groiifis is absolutely coiitrar.v to 
our |irim-iph.s. That iKilicy began by systematic and 
L.ulesK pluudering in Poland, in the Ukraine and 
elsewhere. Now everywhere she has legalized this 



blunder by placing tlie weaker nations under onerous 
commercial tribute to herself. On Lithuania she has 
imposed her coinage. From Uoumania and tlie 
Ukraine slie lias exacted a guaranty of supplies irre- 
spective of their own needs and at flagrantly unjust 
rates of coniiiensatlon. She lias appropriated the 
natural resoiirc(‘s of Koiimania in the form of u 
lease to G<‘miaii rariionitions. On Russia, Finland 
and the Ckmiiie site has imiiosed unfair and one- 
sided tariff arraiigcniciits. The iM'ople of Finland, 
in fact, find now that their lllaTties iiave iK-eii 
hartereil away in an agreement sigiiiMl secretly in 
Berlin; and it is iictiially lieiiig proiioscd that 
tliousands of Finns sliuuld be deiiortcd to work for 
German masters.” 

Ixird Robert reminds us “it is stiil essential that 
we sliould fon-stall tlie aggressive efforts of the 
Central Powers to use their money to siiatcli on 
the morning after the war the raw materials needed 
for tlie n'<o:istru< tion of tlie iicoples in tlie western 
and eastern theatres of war whom tiiey liave tlieni- 
8<‘lves desimiled.” 

TO PREVENT TRADE DOMINATION. 

“The idea,” remarks the Newark News, "is to 
prevent German trade domination preidsely as M'e are 
fighting German iHilitieal and military domination — 
to sliiit tlie doors of eommerw. aiul iireveiit Germany 
from any Iio|s. of capitalizing lier loot in Russia and 
Roiimania; to bar her out until she is willing to 
give over Iier exclusive ideas of domination.” As to 
Germany’s chances of realizing promptly on Russia’s 
resources, tlie New York Republic 1ms this to say: 

“Will not (!crmaiiy have access to the gr«‘at Rus- 
sian markets in spite of any agreement tlie allies 
may make among themselves? And will slie not 
be able, tlirough Russia^ to draw iiiKin the Asiatic 
trade? In a measure, yes. But Russian trade, M*e 
must n*nieiiil)er, is more roseate in prospect than in 
the actuality. Russia has vast natural resources, 
especially agricultural, and a vast isipulatlon. Tliese 
are the pre-conditions of a thriving trade. Russia 
is. hoM’ever, disorganized and inefficient. Slie will 
pisKliK-c, at lH‘st, only a surplus of food-products, 
and tliese i-an be of great value to German economic 
life only if they ean be shipiied to the market of the 
allies. Russia will afford a sound basis for German 
prosp«-rity only if the Gennans may occupy the 
liositloii of iiiiiiiiiemaii. drawing raw- materials from 
overseas to work up for tiie Rii.ssiaii market, and 
paying for them with Russian supplies shipped to 
maritime markets. This the Germans themselves 
re«-ogiiize. In the huge volume of current economic 
discussion in Germany, prosiiecfiises of Russian gains 
play a relatively small part. What the German 
e<-,.iioiiiic statesmen are now' revolving are plans 
for forcing tlie allies to grant them their old place 
in tlie traffic of tlie world.” 

If all till- nations save Russia and Roiimania 
could lie hold in a solid ewnoniie union against tlie 
Teiitonii- isiwers, Germany would be defeated, says 
tlie New York Tribune, even if lier armies were not. 
But it fears this euniiot be done. 

"If Germany is given time to consolidate the vast 
resources of Russia and develop that enormous ter- 
ritory and iHipulatiou as its ow'ii. it will have trad- 
ing Had eeonoinie iMissibilities almost e<iual to that 
of all tile rest of Kiirolie. To soiiietliiiig less tliau 
140.tkH».tl(H» at preseut under the Teutonic dominion 
it would add not less tlian 150 .t» 00,000 and a terri- 
tory the least developed and tlie most susceptible 
to quick deveIo|imeiit of perhaps any to lie found 
on till* glob<>. With Germany in that position it is 
evident that all of the iieiitr.-ii nations eoiild not lie 
forced to set lip a trade wall against her. The 
profit of exeliaiiges witli her would la* tcsi great. 

“In a Word, siiiee the collapse of Russia the idea 
of the ‘eeoioauic victory’ has become a dream.” —
